ble. 
A CHANGED POLICY. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, September 13.—Wednes- 
day the Sultan, wno had seemed to be in a 
conciliatory mood, suddenly changed his 
tone, and reproached Abeddin Pasha, lute 
Minister ot Foreign Affairs, with making un- 
necessary concessions to the Powers in the 
Dulcigno affair. There can be no doubt but 
that the changed tone of the Albanians and of 
the palace are intimately connected, but itis 
not easy to determine whether the Albanian 
menaces of resistance have frightened the 
Sultan by causing him to abandon his inten- 
tion to cede Dulcigno or whether he never 
really intended to cedeit, and has privately 
instigated the renewed resistance. 

THE COMBINED FLEET. 

RaGusa, September 13.—It is most desirable 
that the British Vice- Admiral Seymour should 
nave his hand strengthened. A misunder- 
standing has already arisen between the Aus- 
trian and Italian Admirals, the latter having 
failed to salute onthe arrival of the former. 
The affair, however, has been adjusted, the 
salute being fired the next day. The gravity 
ot the situation must not be underestimated. 
In view of the explosive elements brought to- 
gether the success of the demonstration will 
depend almost entirely on Vice-Admiral Sey- 
mour’s judicious management. 

SO THE COMEDY PROCEEDS. 

LONDON, September 13.—A Ragusa cor- 
respondent telegraphs: When Risa Pasha, 
the Turkish commander, with five battalions, 
reached half way between Scutari and 
Dulcégno, they were met by the 
forces ofthe Albanian League and a com- 
promise was arranged by which Risa Pasha 
proceeds to Dulcigvo with only two battalions, 
as it to place his neck in a halter. So the com- 
edy proceeds. Vice- Admiral Seymour’s in- 
structions arrived to-day. The French ships 
which are to participate inthe naval demon- 
stration will be heard from. They are expect- 
edto arrive on Monday.

LONDON, September 13 —A correspondent of

THE EAST ST. LOUIS MURDER.

Coroner’s Inquest and Autopsy—Laier De- 
tails. 


Andrew W. Zittel, proprietor of the saloon 
at the corner of Second and Brady streets, in 


Esst St. Louis, was shot and killed at 9:30 


o’clock last night by John McLaughlin, alias 
Lock Burns. Zittel had. ejected Me- 

frow the saloon and 
the side door, when the 
latter, who wes drunk, fired a shot tirongn 
the dcor. Zittel was standing behind the door, 
with his head hung down, examining the 
fastening, and received the ball benind the 
lettear. He was taken to his home, on Brady 


street, diaconally from the saloon, and died 
within two hours. Me Laughlin, after 
fring the shot, staggered bome. un! 
vent to bed, uh re he was arrested shortly 
„Iteruw ads by Offer rs Zimmeiinan and Kaue. 
and while in the saioon 
insisted upon gettingadring, waichthe de- 
ceased retused. saving that he had enough 
nlieady and besides owed a bill which he 
would have to pay before he 
cou get anything else. He was 
put out of the door on Bridyv street. 
which is reached by three steps. tie evident y 
fred fiom the first or second step, asthe bal- 
let-hole in the door does not slant. 

When tue news of tue killing spread about 
the town men gathered together in small 
groups andthrears „f Ivnching were made. 
No o) ganizea body could be gut tovetier how- 
ever, und the matter was postponed until to- 


ay. 

Chief Renshiw was advised of the threats, 
and. to picvents pre ba te:;vidon the police 
station, senr tbe pri-oner to Belleville on the 
firsttrainthis murninz. Coroner Bader ar- 
rivea from Belleville at 9:20 o'clock, and at 
10:30 Dr. Winton performed the xnutopsy on 
the murdered man. The examinu ion dis- 
closed the fact that the bali entered 
the occipital bone, 
edge ot the bruin and struck the right side ot 
the head, whenit rebounded and ſodged in 
the brain. The bullet was flattened and jag 
ged, end the brain verv badly torn. 

Dr. Winton expressed his surprise that the 
man lived solong utter having been shot. He 
lingered for about two hours in an nnconscions 
state, and was visited by Futher Koenig, who 
adminisiered extreme unction and pertormed 
the other last rites of the Cetboliv Chure®. 
The Coroner’s inquest was held this after- 
noon, when the fouowing witnesses were ex- 
amined: Henry Zigenfus, Frank Koch, Joseph 
Meyer and John He brecut. Andrew W. Zittel 
was 52 years of age. a native ot Baden, Ger 
many, und the father of ninechildren. 

The funeral will take place this evening 
„from his late residence, and the body will be 
interred in St. Henry’s cemetery. 

Diligent search for the pi-tol was made, but 
the weapon could not be found, but from the 
size ofthe holeinthe door it was evidently a 
32 caliber.

Toe Czarina’s 
necklace cost #82U,000; and although the price 
to a private person would have been less (ine 
royulty always pavs nearly 100 per cent. in 
excess of staple price-). still the Erl could 
pot get what he wanted at a price he could 
afford to pay. As it ia pow a number of years 
since the Duke c digourgu’s eas took 
place, it may be ta fer granted thatthe 
Earl bad nearly g ven up hoping to get the 
necklace. 

Last vear, however, while at a reception 
given by Mre. James Mackay, in Paris, the 
pobleman mentioned his desire to possess a du- 
plicate of the Czarina’s necklace; whereupon 
Mrs. Mackay suggested that he would succeed 
better in New York than elsewhere.

Subsequently the Earl, having “heard of an- 
other large purchase cf diamonds by a 
wealthy familv of Manchester, Eogland, from 
a New York firm, was led to ask tbis house 
to nake an estimate of the cost of such a 
necklace as be wished. To his astonishment 
the firm offered to supply it for less than 
£25,000, or about $125,000. After considerabe 
b: gotiation, to insure that in size and quality 
the gems sbould be equal to those in the 
Czarina’s neckiace, the vider was given. The 
nech lace bas just been completed, and is kept 
in tbe firm’s safe until the head of the house 
takes it to London. * 

It consists of fifteen mignificent brilliants, 
graduated from about the size of a filbert to 
the central stone of nearly three times that 
size. The total weight of the fifteen stones 1s 
640 carats. They are linked together by a 
neui ly invi-ible setting, so that, as they lie on 
their bed of black velvet in the case, there is 
notbing to detract from the matchless bril- 
liancy of the diamonds themselves. Even in 
the dim hgbt of the safe in which they are 
kept they sbixe like so many bright stars. Iu 
viewing them at any angle their fire is as 
marked at one time as another, so perfect are 
tbeir proportions and so faultless the cutting. 
Besides the nechlace are ear rings and a 
brooch. The ear riogs are solitaires, weighing 
twenty-six carats each, in, exact harmony as to 
color and shape with the great stones of the 
necklace. The brooch is made to imitate one 
of the heraldic emblems of the Earl’s coat of 
arms. It contains seven large stones, weigh- 
ing 144 carats, and sixteen smaller ones, 
weighing sixty carats. The cost of the ear- 
rings and brooch is 835, 000. Tue whole set, 
valued at $160,000, will soom be taken to Eng- 
land, and the name of the purchaser will then 
be made known.

A Georgia Assassin’s Escape. 
From the Macon (Ga!) Telegraph, Sept. 5. 

Karly Friday morning it was discovered 
thut Sam Hill had escaped from the asylum at 
Milledgeville, where he bad been sent by a 
second jury upon atrial for lunaey after he 
kad been found guilty of the murder of 
Simmons gt Atlanta and sentenced to the 
Peni entiary for life. The following are the 
particulars obtained from a gentlemin visit- 
ing the asylum at the time of the eszape: 

It will be rememnered that nearly every re- 
porter who bas visited the asylum and Hill 
bas described an extraordinary picture which 
the unfortunate man was painting upon the 
wall of his room—a picture representing the 
court-100m and the various figures therein— 
himself, wife, judge, etc. Tunis picture was 
but merely outiined when last we saw it. 
Hill appears to Lave bad other intentions than 
mere amu ement when he began that picture. 
He was allowed to bave paints and materials 
necessary for his work, for no attempt to es- 
cape Was anticipated by the authorities. His 
room opened into a corridor on the third floor. 
At each end of the corridor there was a door, 
Which was kept flocked. His room door 
was always locked from the outside. He 
wanted to geta key to fit that lock, and ta 
get an impression cut a square block out of 
the door, lay ing bare the lock. This block 
was under an old piece of cauvas, vhich hung 
over the lock for weeks, and upon which he 
was accustomed to try bis colors. The block 
wis neatly replaced, and the cut place scarce- 
ly Visible. Huving thus obtained an impres- 
stong of his lock, it was an easy matter for 
bim to turn it over toany one of the numer- 
ous friends who visited him. and to receive 
in return a key afew days later. With the 
means Of issuing from his room at his dispo- 
sal, he doubtless slipped down the hall one 
night and obtained an impression of the cor- 
1idor door lock, from which a friend likewise 
obtained for him a key. He had then the 
means of leaving the asylum at his pleasure, 
for the path to the front door was un- 
obstructed. On the evening of the 24 he re- 
plied toa little girl whoasked him about his 
picture that he had done all that he intended 
to do with it. The next morning he was gone. 
There were several letters upon his table ad- 
dressed to various parties. Oneto Dr. Pow- 
ell stated that during all the time he was al- 
lowed exercise in the yard, he had never 
sought to escape, because of his promise, but 
that the instant he was locked up again that 
premise ended, and being wrongfully incar- 
cerated, he could not consent toremain. He 
stated that he would never again enter the 
asylum alive. Hisslippers were found ina the 
front yard. His wife’s picture he carried 
vith him. 


A Burglarious Reporter. 
From the Philadeiphia Times. 


An addition tothe population ofthe East- 
ern Penitentiary came yesterday from Mid- 
dietown in the person of Henry Sherbahna, 
who was corresponcent of the Harrisburg In- 
dependent, and whose letters attracted notice 
by the exclusive publication of the newsof 
several robberies at Middletown. The peo- 
ple of the latter — began wondering how 
it was that Sherbahn obtained such accurate 
intormation of the robberies ahead of the 
police even. Two months ago, when the 
house of James Brown, near Middletown,was 
aon tee andthe Independent came from 

arrisburg with the exclusive news of 
it, Sherbabn was suspected to 
be the burglar, and his guilt ap- 
peared more patent when he described anoth- 
er Bobbery at Middletown, which was un- 
known to the victim uptil the paper came. 
The last exploit was the robbery of J. K. 
Longenecker’s store the day after Sherbahn 
had tried to borrow eight cents from Mr. 
Longenecker and promised to benefit him in 
the Independent. Sherbahn was seen com- 
ing out of Longenecker’s store early on the 
morning of the burglary and was arrested on 
suspicion. He pleaded guilty. He confessed 
that in order to obtain material for his corre- 
spondence he had perpetrated the burglaries 
himself and wrote his reports of the occur- 
rences for the Independent immediately after 
completing the robberies. He was poor and 
intemperate, and said he knew no other way 
to get money.

portunity to get even with the author of his 
juvenile trouble, be caused an old and worthy 
servant of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company—or at least one of its appendages— 
to be dismissed. The old man has been walk- 
ing about since, trying to make up the loss of 
his former salary by Wall street specula- 
tions. 

Many aman, both in exalted and subordi- 
nate positions, has had cause to feel the force 
cf Jay Gould’s anger, and presidents and di- 
rectors of railways have been made or dis- 
placed at his command. ‘The latest gossip 
touching Gould shows the means he will re- 
soit to when necessary to de‘ect deception.

Schemes matured in secret conclave ober 
night. which were to be precipitated upon 
unsuspecting speculators the  follow- 
ing day, became known, and the bomb charge 
being thus drawn, the shell failed to explode.

NOT GREAT. 


So Says Dion Boucicault About Sarah 
Bernhardt. 


London Cor. Boston Herald. 


It seems to bave become the fashion, and no 
wonder, for newepapers in the States to pre- 
fuce any reference to Sarah Bernhardt with 
an apology, and I beg todo likewise, bat I 
beard Mr. Boucicault make such clever refer- 
ences to Mme. Bernhardt at a dinner party, 
the other nigbt, that I feel it my duty to the 
Herald’s readers to repeat them verbatim. I 
need not tell you that tke great Dion is a bril- 
liant conversationalist, and such an unspariog 
ond witbal generous critic that it must bea 
pleasure for artiststo be knocked down by 
bim—he picks them up again so gently. Mr. 
Boucicault does not concede to Mme. Bern- 
hardt the Jost art’’ of tragic acting. I nev- 
er saw but two great tragedians,“ he said, 
‘sone was Rachel, the other Frederic Lemai- 
tre; they used altogether different processes 
from those in vogue nowadays. I watched 
one performance of Rachel very closely on 
many occasions, and I was never able to un- 
derstand how she arrived at her effect. I only 
knew that she got it as no one has ever done 
since. Take, for example, one scene of ‘Les 
Horaces.’ Rachel was the heroine, and she 
was seated on a chair listening to the recital 
of her brother touching the death of her lover 
and her two other brothers. The latter were 
slain by ber lover, one of the Sabines, 
in battle, whereupon the remaining brother 
rushed in pursuit and killed him. Iu this 
episode Rache! had only to listen, but so elo- 
quent was ber silence—she had to speak but 
one word, ‘Helas!’—that she absorbed the 
undsvided interest of the spectator. That 
was what Leall great acting. Mme. Bern- 
hardt simply dees not know what it means. 
I could see by her performance of Adrienne 
Lecouvreur that she has followed some of 
Rachel’s business, which, of course, passed 
into tradition; but, whereas Rachel was a 
tigress in the great scene of the fourth act, 
Sarah became by comparison the domestic 
cat. The best thing in Mme, Bernhardt’s per- 
formance of Adrienne was, to my mind, her 
recitation of the fable of ‘Les Deux Pigeons’ 
(this had earned her admittance to thé Con- 
servatoiie as a girl); indeed I am not prepar- 
ed to say that her rendering of Lafontaine’s 
lines were better than Rachel’s, for the reason 
tbat it was more playful and less heavy; but, 
after that, the deluge! The manner in which 
Mme. Bernhardt plays the death scene is vital- 
ly wrong. She seems to be chieily concerned 
with the fact that it is veryjhard for her to die; 
not because death will tear her from those 
who love, but that lifeis sweet for its own 
suke, and she might have a j iy time ia it. 
The young man who loves her, and the old 
man who is her devoted friend, staad by very 


much as though they were servants, so far as 


she is concerned, aud, indeed, according to 
Sarab’s lights, servants would do as well. If 
that had been the intention of the author, 
however, Maurice de Saxe and Michonnet 
would not be present at the scene of the dis- 
solution. Adrienne should convey to the au- 
dience that she shrinks from death because it 
will tear her from her lover’s arms anda 
dream of happiness with him. Sarah seems 
to ignore this fact altogether; she is too much 
cecupied with herself and her physical suf- 
feripgs, and the suggestion that she could 
have a ‘high old time“ if she lived.“ 


Sharper Than a Serpent’s Tooth.

Ed. J. Murdock, a well-Knowagj young in- 
surance man of Cincinnati, has turned up 
missing with $7,000 of his mother’s money.

ride, then, does the inhabitant of that little

perial pints. In defense of their beer the 
philantbropic Belgians call it 'the poor man’s 
„read,“ and insisttbat fits benificent action 
on the human economy is triple. By the 
presence of glucose, dextrine and alcohol, it 
produces warmth, dy its albuminous pro- 
ducts it repairs waste, and by ite mineral 
quality, notably the phospates, it gives bone 
and brain.

PERSECUIED PAGANS. 


Shameful Treatment of the Chinese 
Embassy in New York. 
New York Special to Chicago Times. 


In June last the @hirese embassy, consist- 
ing of Chin Lan Pin, the Embassador, Chan 
Sung Ling, secretary, avd five others, came 
tothis city from Wasbington, for the pur- 
pose of avoid ing the hot summer iu the capi- 
tal. Here they have met with other annoy- 
ances, by reason of which they will shorten 
their visit. When they arrived they took 
quarters at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, but, de- 
siring to live more privately, they hirea the 
house No. 21 West Thirty-first 
street, where they have been for three 
months. Since they have lived on Thirty-firat 
street they have been subjected to publie in. 
eultand even assaulted by the dweliers in the 
Twenty-ninth Precinct, who have crowded 
around their carriages whenever they ventur. 
ed abroad, and behaved so outrageously that 
some of the embassy have determined not to 
leave the house until they return to Wash. 
ington. In July. while his excellency Chin 
Lan Pin was driving home after visits to some 
foreign and resident officials, his carriage wag 
followed down Thirty-fourth street from 
Sixth aver ue by a numterof loungers, who 
pelted it with stones and hooted at it. The 
driver whipped up and drove past the house, 
being afraid to stop. The next assault 
was upon the person of the secretary, who 
was out driving, and occurred about 
a week later, on Broadway. Rubbish 
and garbage were thrown into the carrisze. 
About the beginning of August Ho Shen Chi 
and Tin Fan Chang went out fora walkin 
the evening. A crowd followed them out, 
but no vioience was offered them till they 
reached the corner of Twenty- second street 
and Sixth avenue. Here one of the crowd 
tried to trip up Ho Shen Chi, and struck 
bim onthe back. He is a tail, heavily built 
man, and grasped his assailant, holding until 
a policeman came up, when be made a com- 
plaint. The offleer only said. Ob, he didn’t 
mean ary harm.“ Ho Shen Chi accordingly 
let the man go, saving to the officer at the 
same time, Nou know vour duty. Pleave it 
to you.“ Since that time the ambassador and 
his assistants have been su ject to continual 
insults, even at their own door. One of the 
attaches said to- night: 'I have been afraid to 
go out for scme weeks, and have not left the 
house except in a close carriage.

A Terrible Weapen. 
From the New York World. 


According to the National Zeitung, the new 
Prussian gun is arepeatipg gun, capable of 
firing twelve shots per twenty-feur seconds, 
after which it may be used like any ordinary 
gun of oneshot. This result has been ob- 
tained by a store- chamber holding cartridges 
made of sheet iron, weighing 350 grammes 
apa with a capacity of eleven cartridges. 
This store-chamber can be removed or in- 
serted at will, and it acts automaticaliy when 
the store-chamberis opened or even when it 
is shut, no special movement being necessary. 
In opening the store-chamber a cartridge 
comes in; in closing another cartridge comes 
forward,so that it will fall into place when the 
store-chambe@ is agaim opened. This store- 
chamber can be adapted to any gun loading 
at the breech, if the latter be provided with a 
cylindrical closing; and thus repeating guns 
are obtamed. It requires but fifteen seconds 
to refill the store-chamber, when it may be 
carried separately or at once inserted in the 
gup. In the latter case it is applied to the 
cartridge chamber, the weight coming, favor- 
ably, uponthe center of gravity of the gun. 
The gun does not lose any of its qualities of 
rapid discharge by this addition. By means 
of this invention one can be loading while 
firing. It is a curious fact that the author of 
this murdereus improvement is Mr. Loewe, a 
member of the Progressionist party of Prus- 
sia, and attached as such to the ‘‘Leagon of 
Peace!’

The drafts were drawn 
onthe Secretary of State on account of 
the salary of Minister Pettis, and fell due 
April 1 and July 1, 1880, and were protest- 
ed for non-payment, Pettis being then out 
of service, and having drawn or sold all his 
pay before leaving the United States for 
Bolivia. Richter now brings suit in the 
courts of Pennsylvania for the recovery of 
his money, $2,500. He claims that Pettis 
made use of his position as Minister to 
swindle him out of that sum. Mr. Pettis 
bas been withdrawn from the stump, where 
he was doing glorious work for the Repub- 
lican cause. As he is a loyal man and has 
done much to preserve the country we feel 
it our duty to ask for a supension of public 


opinion in his case.

FIRE FIGHTING. 

At the fire at Uhrig’s brewery last Friday 
there was the usual difficulty with rotten 
hose. It would appear from the results at 
the last five or six fires that there are not 
two consecutive sections of thoroughly 
trustworthy hose in the city. At every 
blaze the tubing gives way and one or more 
engines are rendered for the time being as 
utterly useless as though they were quictly 
at rest in-their houses. Something will have 
to be done about this hose question, for 
the department cannot afford to lose any 
time ata conflagration, where a minute 
more or less may often amount to the sav- 
ing or losing of thousands of dollars’ worth 
of property. Nothing could be more per- 
fect than the dan of the men, or the thor- 
ough drilling of the horses. The engines 
and allthe machinery of the department 
could not be in better case than they are, 
with this one exception of defective hose, 
but it is a bad one. In a marvelously 
short space of time afterthe gong sounds 
the whole force of the department is present 
atthefire. Neither horseflesh nor shrewd 
discipline is spared in getting this part of 
the work done with the utmost speed. 
But when the run has been made ata dead 
gallop, and the whooping and hallooing 
have subsided, there is generally from 
fifteen to twenty minutes’ work tinkering 
up rotten hose. A rigid system 
of inspection and a little less economy 
ought do remedy this evil. 

While this is probably the only thing in 
the complex machinery of our Fire De- 
partment which needs scrutiny, there is a 
great danger altogether and entirely out of 
its jurisdiction, which will one day cost St. 
Louds thousands upon thousands of dollars, 
and that is the insufficient water supply. 
Chief Sexton and his men know their busi- 
ness thoroughly and can fight a fire as ef- 
fectively as any force in the country. This 
has been demonstrated by the excellent 
work they have done and the record of the 
past fifteen years shows that St. Louis has 
been remarkably exempt from great fires, 
although the number of alarms is as great 
asinany othertown. Sexton, however, 
cannot be expected to do thorough work 
with his hands’ manacled and tied. Fires 
cannot be put out unless there is 
water to extinguish them, and while 
this is a patent fact that every one 
admits in theory, the Water Commissioners 
are blindly taking the chanees and reason- 
ing that, because all the fires have been 
extinguished with the present inadequate 
water supply, this fortunate state of affairs 
will continue. Suppose that the fire at the 
foundry the other evening had reached 
across the street to the old water-works? 
The business part of the city would have 
shriveled up like a spider on a hot shovel. 
It was touch-and-go there for nearly half an 
hour, and all because there were not plugs 
enough and not water enough to get control 
of the flames. An engine can not go to the 
river for water and do good work; if half 
its energy is to be diverted into drawing 
water in, there will be but half the force 
left to drive water out, When this is the 
case the men have to xo right into the fire 
to putitout. A steamer with a decent 
plug supply which can throw a stream two 
blocks could not pour one twenty yards 
from the nozzle in a neighborhood like that 
about the burnt foundry. Lynch and San- 
derson would be alive to-day had there 
been a sufticient water supply to permit 
the boys working from a safe place. It is 
an urgent question, this matter 
of water supply, and the sooner the Water 
Commissioners address themselves to it, 
the better willit be for the city and for 
the prospective widows and orphans of the 
fire-laddies.

Williams, Bleeck, 
Bent and Others—A Committee 
to be Appointed. 


The census meeting on Change this after- 
noon was largely attended and highly sue 
cessful. It wascalled a little too late and 
some prominent merchants left after waiting 
past the advertised time. |

At 12:55 p. m. Mr. John Wahl called the 
meeting to order, and stated that the impoit- 
ance efthe question ought to be sufficient to 
interest every man of business und property. 
The object ot this meeting was to answer the 
question, would we be satisfied with this er- 
roneous census or would we not? He then 
named Mr. George Bain president of the meet 
ing. Mr. Bain dwelt strongly upon the import- 
ance of the subject to be discussed and called 
for suggestions from the assemblage. Com- 
modore Kountz moved that a committeeot five 
be appointed to report means for remedying 
the existing state of circumstances, 
but before this. motion was actea upon 
Mr. Wev. M. Samuel took the stand and 
offered 

THE FOLLOWING RESOLUTIONS 
as a substitute: 

WHEREAS, It is plainly apparent that there 
are gross errors in the official census of St. 
Louis as lately taken; and 

WHEREAS, Our city is suffering great em- 
barrassment and injury therefrom: Therefore,

Resolved, That the Chairman of this meeting 
be authorized to appoint a committee of thir-. 
ty citizens representing all the leading iuter- 
ests, whose duty it will be to 
use their best endeavors to have 
a new und correct census of the city 
taken by the Government; and 

Resolved, That we hereby pledge to this 
committee our hearty support in whatever 
course they may adopt. 

Following the introduetion of the resolutions 

. MR. HENRY W. WILLIAMS 
was called torm the floor and made the same 
statement of figures which he has presented, 
and showed conclusively that it the census of 
70 bad been stuffea the work had been 
done most scientifically. The speaker 
hero presented figures showing that the dis- 
parity betweenthe census of St. Louis and 
Chicago would not be borne out by a compari- 
son ot the school statistics, as the following 
figures would show:

The difference between the population ot St. 
Louis and Chicago was about 170,000, while the 
differencein the number of children attending 
school was only 1, 000, and this state ot cir- 
cumstances could not possibly exist. The 
speaker took the census of twenty of the 
largest cities in the United States, and 
trom the census it was deduced 
that the percentage of persons 
to a family was 5.09,the number of persons 
to a dwelling was 7.21; the number of school 
children multiplied by 5 98 would also give 
the population. Now each ofthese tests ap- 
to St. Louis would give 
the city 310,000. For instance 
the number of families was 59,431, which, 
multiplied by 5.09, would give the population 
stated. The number of dwellings 
was 39,675, which, multiplied by 
7.21, would give the same result, and the 
number of scbool children was 59,089 
which multiplied by 5.98, would 
also verify the census taken ten years ago. 
Mr. Williams has examined the mat- 
ter in every light and he was 
cenvinced that if the census of 1870 
was not stuffed, St. Louisis, at least, 150,000 
people short of what it ought to be. 

MR. O. W. BLEECK, 
who stated that he assisted in 
the State census of ’70, proved by 
figures taken from the Assessor’s and other 
records that we ought to have at least 110,000. 
MR. SILAS BENT 
came forward and said: 

There is no doubt about our belief that we 
needanew census. At ameeting at the Lin- 
dell Hotel the way tosettle the matter proposed 
was to take a new census, and if we find that 
there are great discrepancies,to go before Con- 
gress with the tacts and demand redress. Let 
men be appointed, and when discrepancies 
are fouud, Congress will correet them. 

MR. JOSEHP PULITZER 
was seen among the audience and called out 
and intioduced by Fresident Bain. Mr. Pulit- 
zer said: 

I any dia not come here to make a 
speech. Icome here to record my protest 
with that of other citizens against this 
census, which can clearly be proved 
an outrage the laws 
of nature and authorities on 
statistics. When we built 18,000 new dwell- 
ings, and, according to the rule, there are 
to a dwelling; when we 
oave doubled our number of registered 
voters; when we have more than doubled 
the number of school children; when we have 
doubled the number of business houses and 
manufactories, when there are more births 
than deaths; when we have doubled every- 
thing, and added a new territory with 25,000 
people tothe city since 1370—who will say 
that this report ot the population 
during the lastten years could be correct? It 
isimpossible. Even admitting that the cen- 
sus of 1870 was stuffed, the census of 1880 
is a more infamous and _e gigantic 
fraudinthe other direction. If the one was 
toe large, the other is too small, andthe 
latter error is calculated to do much more 
injury thantheformer. You can not afford to 
aliow this matter to go onrecord. You cannot 

rwit Congress to count this manifest lie, 
n the face of statistics, tacts 
and common sense. Enterprising men can be 
easily founda, men who willrightly and faith 
fully attend to this matter, volunteer gentie- 
men and tax-payers who will say, 
„1 will take my own block and take it 
rightiy.’’ Thus a result can de gotten 
up absolutely unchallengeable, and with 
this resultin our hands we can compel Con- 
gress to brushaway this lying census. Such a 
gathering in Chicago would be packed 
to suffocation, but the business men must 
take hold of the affair. Iam not as rich as man 
ot you gentiemerd, but if itis necessary I shall 
cheerfully subscribe $1,000 to help to removo 
this blot trom the pose name of our city. I 
do not claim that lam doing an act of public 
. I am animated 

y a desire to further m 
own interests as well as those of the city. 
intend to remain and die in this city, and 1 
do not desire to live for ten years under the 
shadow of this manstrous lie. [Applause.] 

When Mr. Pulitzer had finished, the resolu- 
tions which were’ introduced by Mr. 
Samuel and seconied by Mr. E. 
O. Simmons were adopted and Mr. 
Bain stated that he would annouuoe the names 
ot the committee of thirty to-morrow. The 
meeting then adjourned until next Monday at 
12:30 P. m., on motionjof Mr. Samuel Pepper.

THE CITY ORDINANCES, 

The ordinances regulating the sale of poi- 
ons and abortives is very clear on the sub- 
ect.

‘ity shall sell or permit to be sold at retail or

as a brigadier and was promoted to the rank 


of msjor-general in 1863. He participated in 
many of the most important battles, such as 
Missionary Ridge, Safloh, Chickamauga, and 
finally surrendered at Fredericksburg. At 
the termination of the war he returned to 
Nashville and resumed his professorship ia 
the Military Academy. The loss of his wife 
rendered Nashville distasteful to him,and this 
and his bad health induced him to remove to 
St. Louis, where he engaged in the commis- 
sion business. He remained here two or three 
years and then retired to his farm at Brigh- 
ton, III., where he met his death. Walle in 
Nashville General Johnson was attacked by a 


similar stroke to that which occasioned his | 


death. He had just completed arrangements 
with a large mining concernin New York to 
take charge of their mining interests in Col- 
orado and New Mexico, and the papers were 
sjoned the dav he received the apoplectic 
stroke.

Death of Dr. Rudolph Gebser. 

Dr. Rudolph Gebser, the eminent oculist, 
died on Sunday morning at half past two, 
aged 41 years. Dr. Gebser was one of the 
finest physicians in this city, and as an ocu- 
list was almost unrivaled. He was the 
founder of the institute for diseases of 
the eye and ear in thiscity. Dr. Gebser was 
born in Sachse-Weimer and studied at the 
universities of Leipzig, Berlin and Vienna. He 
came to America in 1868, and became assist- 
ant physician in the establishment of Dr. 
Knapp in New York. Iu 1876 he located in 
St. Louis, where he soon acquiredan enviable 
reputation, especially as a specialist. He 
established the Eye and Ear Institute for 
poor people and generously defrayed the 
greater part of the expenses of this hospital 
himself. Dr. Gebser died at the residence of 
Prof. Waldauer. His death was occasioned by 
malarial fever accompanied by inflammation 
of the bowels. His funeral, which was largely 
attended, took place this.afternoon.

An Instrument in Vogue Among the 
Fashionables. 
From the New York Sun. 


‘*Banjos are booming now, said Mr. Hen - 
C. Dobson yesterday. They are becom - 
ing ail tue rage. People used to talk and 
think of the banjo as an instrument approprt- 
ate only for negroes, and the idea that this 
instrument would become a fashionable fa- 
vorite would have been scouted. I know 
something of this, for I have been in the ban- 
jo business a good man years. When I be- 
gan the banjo was like this.“ Mr. Dobson 
went to a case and took out an ancient banjo, 
ailof wood, cheap in appearance, and which, 
when struck, gave forth the hard, twanging 
sound that has become the generally recogniz- 
ed 3 — of 1 1 — 
ere is nothing particularly pleasia 

about that,” said ne, playing a lively aire 
„Now, hear this.“ From tbe same case he 
took a banjo that differed much from the first. 
Its frame looked like silver, and was nickel - 
plated. It had a system of screws for tight - 
ening the sheepskin head. The whole instru - 
ment showed careful workmanship, and was 
atbing of beauty. , 

‘*There’s the banjoof to-day.’’ Mr. Dob- 
son continued. It's quite an improvement 
in appearance, isn’t it, and also in tone?“ As 
be spoke he plaved, and the difference be- 
tween the two instruments was apparent. 
„The banjo of to-day is a very different in- 
strument from the banjo of antiquity. It is, as 
you see, capable of producing different music, 
delicate effects, and very sweettones. It is 
only five or six years since it became a fash- 
jopable instrument, but there are several 
well-known New Yorkers who have played it 
for many years. Fletcher Harper has piayed 
for twenty-two years, and is an excellent ban- 
joist. The boom given to banjo playing in 
this city is due to the influence of Lord Dun- 
raver. That young nobleman dame to this 
country with a very slight knowledge of the 
instrument and a great desire to become a 
good player. He was at the Hotel Brunswick, 
and sent for me to give him lessons. He was 
an apt pupil, took to the instrument kindly, 
and became a very good player. He went in 
society a good deal, and very soon the young 
people of Murray Hill began to come to me 
for lessons. I sold many $50 banjos and gave 
many lessons, and to-day the demand for in- 
struction is as great as ever. I have almost 
given up teaching those who desire to become 
Professionals, to goon the stage. I have en- 
tirely given up teaching song and dance. I 
cobfine my work to teaching amateurs, and 
now you will finda banjo in almost every pir- 
lor. The once despised instrument has taken 
the place of the guitar, which was once so 
fashionable. It ought to crowd out the gui- 
tar, foritis fit only for sentimental lovers. 
The banjo has more life, can produce better 
effects, and is more of an instrument general- 


ly.

A re- 
porter, in conversation with two of the gen- 
tlemen this morning, was told that when they 
were engaged they understood that the pag 
would be forthcoming, that the census had 
been accepted by the Government, and that 
they were still on the wait. Even 
if the census had not been accepted 
these gentlemen could see no reason 
why mere clerk hire should be paid, and thev 
mentioned three or four cases, of course ob- 
jecting to the names being published, of 
enumerators who had failed to secure any 
employment since and werein absolute need 
of the money they had earned three months 
ago.
